Sources in Jerusalem recalled that 
Prime Minister Meir hati been to 
the U:S. last year and the year 
before, and had met President Nixon 
in Washington both times.

— Sudanese leader 
Jaafar el-Numeiri has bluntly cher- 
ged the Soviet Union with mas- 
terminding both the abortive coup 
against nim in July and the plot 
against Egyptian President Anwer 
Sadat two months earlier.

El-Numeiri’s charges, the most 
direct he hag meade against Russia 
since the July coup, came during & 
speech at Hast Gereif, near Khar- 
toum, September 10. The speech, 
part of his campaign in Sudan's 
current presidential referendum, 
went unreported by all Arab news 
agencies, and ‘has only now become 
Imown through diplomatic sources. 

“Moscow wants its agents to seize 
power and govern this country,” 
said el-Numeiri. “But Moscow was 
as stupid as the conspirators were.”

i\ the coup against el-Numetri, was 


executed by a firing squad. 

A Soviet propaganda campaign 
againat the summary execution of 
Atta and several other Communist 
conspirators resulted in el-Numeiri 
recalling Sudan's Ambassador from 
Moscow.

BELGRADE (AP).— Leonid Brezh- 
nev yesterday branded Yugoslavia’s 
social system unacceptable for the 
Soviet Union but urged this country 
to join Moscow nonetheless in ἃ 
coordinated policy against “imperial- 
ism and reaction.” 

The leader of the Soviet Com- 
munist Party upheld Moscow's 
foreign policy aims as “firmly pro- 
tecting the inxerests of socialism 
from all its enemies" — a state- 
ment interpreted by some here as a 
defence of the Soviet invasion of 
Czechoslovakia in 1968. 

Mr. Brezhnev said, however, that 
while the Soviet Union opposed dif- 
ferences of methods in the Com- 
munist world, it also opposed the 
imposition of one socialist system 
on another. 

In 8 major address to workers at 
a Yugoslav factory, the Soviet 
leader said “contemporary  condi- 
tions" demanded “an active and 
coordinated policy of socialist coun- 
tries" to be thrust against reac- 


tionary forces. 

Mr. Brezhnev, in the second day 
of his four-day visit to Yugoslavia,

The Attorney-General’s report on organized crime, released this week, fol- 
lowed a series of articles by Ran Kislev of “Ha'aretz.” Kislev maintained that 2 
Mafia exists in Israel, on the pattern of the U.S. organization, with a powerful 
“Godfather” who has officials and policemen in his pocket. The Attorney- 

General refutes this. He finds that the vise in crimes of violence is alarming, 
instances of Mafia-type crime do indeed exist, and some Governmental and 
Municipal agencies are sadly inefficient. But, the report finds things have not 
reached the proportions of an organized network of crime. The Jerusalem Post’s 
DAVID LANDAU reviews the Attorney-General’s report. _

No simple matter 


But controlled fusion power is 
no simple matter. It requires such 
enormously high temperatures that 
most scientists have felt that the 
only way of containing the reac- 
tion was by high-intensity magnetic 
forces. 

Steady progress has been made 
along these Unez, but there is still 
a long way to go. Furthermore, 
magnetic fusion power plants have 
to be huge, expensive machines in 
order to work. 

Now a new approach to fusion 
power is under study at Oak Ridge 
National Laboratory. Called the Blas- 
con, it could be a way to create 
controlled fuston power in reason- 
able quantities. . 

The heart of the Blascon idea is 
a swirling blob of liquid metal The 
metal is lithium. Since the blob is 
swirling around rapidly, there is 8 
whirlpool at its centre. Into that 
whirlpool pellets of ice are fired. 
The ice contains a special kind of 
hydrogen extracted from the ses 
As the pellet is fired into the 
whirlpool it is struck by an in- 
tense laser beam. The laser heats 
the Ice to fusion temperature, the 
lithium reacts with the energy that 
pours out of the reaction, and pres- 
to, you have got yourself a power 
plant.

Te ἰδαδὶ of the giants — only thus can one refer 
‘to the jogs whith archaeology, Biblical scholarship, 
the humanities in 1 have suffered with the 
death of William Foxwell Albright. A legend in his 
ilfetime, ‘he was the oracle whose approval was sought 
for every new idea or theory in the field of biblical 
archaeglogy. Baltimore, where he lived, became the 
Mecca which drew young and old who wished to “sit 
at his feet.” 

Son of a Methodist miniater, Albright early in his

Albright came to Jerusalem in 1919, and in 1920 
he was appointed Director of the American School 
of Oriental Research. the following ten years, 
he developed the school into a centre of archaeological 
research and founded what became recognized as the 
“Amertean” or “Albright” school of archaeological 
research. His excavations at Tel el-Ful (Gibeath 
Shul) and especially at Tel Beit Mirstm lald the 
foundations for the scientific ceramic chronology of 
the Canaanite and [Israelite periods. He in fact 
established the discipline of archaeology. While at 
the Jerusalem sehool, Albright helped to organize 
the Palestine Oriental Society and was one of its 
first Presidents. The journal of the society owes 
much of its excellence to Albright. 


In 1929, Albright became W.W. Spence Professor 


Tran and Anatolia to Egypt and Southern Arabia, 
from the prehistoric period to the Islamic. There is 
practically no subject of the Ancient Near East which 
did not attract his penetrating mind. His amazing 
memory, his knowledge of numerous ancient and 
modern languages, his analytical prowess enabled him 
to write over 1,500 articles in addition to many books, 
which have become classics and without which no 
investigation of the Ancient Near East is possible. 
A man of gentle soul and kind words, he defended 
his theories with tenacity and could be scathingly 
critieal of unfounded theories such as Toynbee’s. 

A gteat humanist, Albright fought and condemned 
Naziem even before it was realized what a menace 
it was. He organized — in 1933! — a personal boy- 
cott against German books in protest to the per- 
secutions initiated against Jewish and liberal scholars. 
A seeker of the truth of ancient Israel, he was 8. 
falthful friend of modern Israel. His students, friends 
and disciples mourn a true “One of the righteous 
among the nations.”
